School iReport. 


FELLOW CITIZENS :— 

Your committee whom you elected to look after the welfare of your 
schools. have endeavored to faithfully discharge their many, and at 
times, difficult duties. 

They may have fallen short of your expectations; certainly they do 
not feel justified in saying that your schools have made the improve- 
ment in the last two years that they should have made. 

Who is to blame? Most assuredly some if not all can truly say ‘‘I 
am.”’ Ifso, wherein? It will not doto placethe biame on others 
and excuse yourself. 

Building school houses, furnishing them with the latest improved 
furniture, maps, charts, globes, etc., is not enough; employing the 
best teachers, even the Normals, who try to give most faithful and 
conscientious service is not enough. Supply all these and the many 
other facilities that may be mentioned, thereis stilla lack. ‘These 
things allare material and external—merely helps. ‘Teaching and 
learning are purely mental exercises. Mindacts on mind through 
teacher and text book. Unless the mind of the child is in an obedient, 
receptive condition the best efforts of a teacher are of little avail. Did 
parents fully realize this, they would make their children know they 
must be obedient; that they must do their best to get their lessons; 
they would not tolerate impudenceinm word or action atschool. Idle- 
ness, disobedience day after day in reference to the same things, and 
open disrespect have almost become essentials in a well ordered (?) 
school. Now all this must be changed before you will have schools 
or school children of which you can be justly proud. 

How shall the change be effected? Send your children to school 
every day in season, cause them to know that you mean the teacher 
shall be obeyed cheerfully ; otherwise there will be trouble in camp. 
Decide nothing against the teacher until after you have learned the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth from her. If after. 
full examination you think your child has been wronged, do not think 
the good of the school demands that you should say anything or do 
anything that should cause your children to lose confidence in her. 

An unprejudiced investigation will heal many a wound. 

Do not encourage your child to think he knows more than the teach- 
er as to what he shall study, length of lesson or anything else which 
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properly belongs to her or the School Board to decide. A rigid obser - 
vance of this will go far in the right direction. 

Fathers and mothers, do you want good schools? An especial re- 
sponsibility rests on you. Sending them to school is not enough. The 
old ery ‘*Poor schools” will still ring in your ears, if that is all you 
do. Had you dogs being trained at the school house, would not you 
go frequently to see how they were getting along? And would not 
you tell the trainer all about their pecularities if they had any? 
Wouldn’t you know whether they are doing their best to learn the 
tricks? Of course you would. 

Now, how is it with your children? Hlow many of you interview 
the teacher once a year even, to find out from her what they are do- 
ing—whether obedient, industrious and respectful, in short, learn all 
about their doings in the school-room ana on the play-ground. 

Do not misunderstand us. Weknow you want everything at school 
to move along harmouiously and profitably, but what will wishes 
amount to unless you supplement them by action. Parents, visit your 
schools often and learn for yonrselves by actual observation whether 
the school is well ordered, whether good recitations are made. If 
your ehildren need it, bring parental pressure to bear—the best medi- 
cine there is if you have any government worth the name. If they 
are doing well, encourage them. 

Perbaps the remedy suggested above can be brought home more 
foreibly by stating a fact. 

Only one father outside the School Board has visited a school in the 
town of Croydon during the last two years, aggregating almost two 
hundred weeks, and but very few mothers at the close of school when 
there were special exercises. 

Is it creditable to you, is it fair to the eneiine and the school board 
to say our schools do not amount to anything when you furnish simp- 
ly the raw material and leave the teacher to fight it out the best she 
can? 

‘This matter of parental visits has been dwelt upon time and again 
by our predecessors, and we.hope that some fathers, as well as moth- 
ers, will see duty and do it. Your committee want to largely improve 
our schools. With your help, especially as briefly outlined above, 
your children will get a more intelligent understanding of the branch- 
es taught, will hecome more respectful, and will be the better pre- 
pared to faithfully and conscientiously discharge the obligations of 
citizenship in all its branches. 

In closing our report we will say we desire your fullest cooperation 
during the year 1901. 
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If our schools taken as a whole are no more worthy of commenda- 
tion than those of the last two years the blame shall not rest on us. 
What our report a year hence will be, time alone will reveal. 

Globes, maps, and reference books have been placed in our school 
rooms at an expense of $62, so you see the usual school supplies have 
cost only $41—the average for the previous four years being $64.50. 
All who know how to appreciate such helps will say; ‘*Money well 
expended.”’ 

September, 1899, a teachers’ institute, under the direction of the 
school boards of Springfield, Grantham, and Croydon, was held at 
Grantham ; another in September, 1900. State Superintendent Chan- 
ning Folsom rendered efficient service at both. Mr. Folsom delivered 
an educational lecture in our town house on the evening BEE the 
institute —greatly appreciated by all present. 

Another institute, under the auspices of the three towns, will be 
held this year, time and place undetermined. Our parting word is: 
Fellow townsmen, young aad old, at school and out of school, men 
and women, wake up to a stronger endeavor in all things pertaining 
to education at home, on the street, and in the schoolroom. Old 
Croydon, grand old Croydon, should not be a laggard.
